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CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 


This Society shall be called “THE BISHOP WHITE PRAYER-BOOK SOCIETY.” Its 
object shall be the circulation of the Prayer-book within this diocese, and also 
wheresoever the Society may deem it expedient. 


ARTICLE II. 


This Society shall consist of all Episcopalians residing in the City or 
County of Philadelphia who pay annually such sum as shall be appointed by 
the Board of Managers, into its Treasury. The contribution of twenty-five 
dollars at any one time shall constitute a member for life; and a contribution of 
fifty dollars at any one time shall constitute a patron, with the rights of 
membership in both cases. All donations and legacies shall be received by the 
Treasurer, and applied to the objects of the Society, who shall cause a record to 
be kept and published of such benefactors. Subscriptions shall fall due on the 
day of the annual meeting of the Society. 


ARTICLE IIL. 


Churches out of the City and County of Philadelphia may form 
auxiliaries to contribute to the funds of this Society. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of this Society shall be a President, five Vice-Presidents, a 
Treasurer, a Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary, and thirty-five

The 
Bishop of the diocese shall be ex-officio the President of the Society; and the 
Assistant Bishop, if there be one, shall be, ex-officio, the first Vice-President. The 
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other officers and managers shall be appointed at the annual meeting of the 
Society, a plurality of votes deciding the election. Provided, that if there be no 
election, the officers and managers shall continue in office until their 
successors be appointed. The Board shall have power to fill any vacancies 
which may occur in their body. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Board shall meet within ten days of their appointment, and shall 
hold stated meetings four times in each year, and adjourned meetings when 
necessary. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or in case of 
absence or sickness, by the senior Vice-President, when occasion may in his 
opinion require; or whenever he shall receive from any three members of the 
Board a request to that effect in writing, stating the object of such meeting, 
regular notice being given to all the members of the Board.

The Recording Secretary shall keep regular and exact minutes of the 
proceedings of the Society and of the Board, in a book provided for the purpose; 
shall countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer, under authority of the 
Board; shall preserve all papers and records belonging to his office, and such as 
do not belong to that of the Treasurer or Corresponding Secretary; shall cause 
due notice to be given of every meeting of the Board, and shall give notice to 
the chairman of each committee appointed by the Board, of the members of 
the committee, and of the object of its appointment. 


VI. 
MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 


The stated meetings of the Board, shall be on the first Thursday in 
February, May, August and November, at half past seven o’clock.

STANDING COMMITTEE. 


There shall be a Standing Committee, consisting of five members,

Revised, May, 1853. 
ARTICLE I. 


This Society shall be called “The Bishop White Prayer-Book Society.” Its 
object shall be, the circulation of the Prayer-Book within this diocese, and also 
wheresoever the Society may deem it expedient. 


ARTICLE II. 


This Society shall consist of all Episcopalians residing in the city or 
county of Philadelphia, who pay annually such sum as shall be appointed by 
the Board of Managers, into its Treasury. The contribution of twenty-five 
dollars at any one time, shall constitute a member for life; and a contribution of 
fifty dollars at any one time shall constitute a patron, with the rights of 
membership in both cases. 

All donations and legacies shall be received by the Treasurer, and 
applied to the objects of the Society, who shall cause a record to be kept, and 
published, of such benefactors. Subscriptions shall fall due on the day of the 
Annual Meeting of the Society. 


ARTICLE IIL. 


Churches out of the city and county of Philadelphia may form 
auxiliaries to contribute to the funds of the Society. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of this Society shall be a President, five Vice-Presidents, a

The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence of the 


Board and of the Society, keeping copies of his letters, and laying all 
communications received by him as Corresponding Secretary, before the Board. 
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V.—RECORDING SECRETARY. 


The Recording Secretary shall keep regular and exact minutes of the 
proceedings of the Society and of the Board in a book provided for the purpose;

OF THE 
BISHOP WHITE PRAYER BOOK SOCIETY. 


Whereas, the following named persons, citizens of this Commonwealth, 
viz.: Right Reverend William Bacon Stevens, D.D., Reverend William Suddards, 
D.D., Reverend H. J. Morton, D.D., John Welsh, James S. Newbold, James M. 
Aertsen, Reverend Richard Newton, D.D., Reverend B. Watson, D.D., Samuel 
Wagner, William Welsh, Thomas Latimer, Alfred Horner, and James S. Biddle, 
with other citizens, associated for the purpose of distributing the Book of 
Common Prayer of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America, are now desirous of being incorporated agreeably to the provisions of 
the Act of the General Assembly of Pennsylvania, entitled “An Act to provide for 
the incorporation and regulation of certain Corporations,” approved the twenty- 
ninth day of April, A. D. 1874, they therefore declare the following to be the 
object, articles, and conditions of their said Association, agreeably to which they 
desire to be incorporated. 


ARTICLE I. 


The name of the Corporation shall be “THE BISHOP WHITE PRAYER 
BOOK SOCIETY.” Its object shall be the publication and distribution of the Book 


of Common Prayer; and its business shall be transacted in the City of 
Philadelphia. 


ARTICLE II. 


SECTION 1.—The Society shall consist of all members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church who have paid into the Treasury for two successive years such 
sum as shall be determined by the Board of Managers. The contribution of 
twenty-five dollars at any one time shall constitute a member of the Society a 
Life Member; and a contribution of fifty dollars at any one time shall constitute 
a member a Patron: Provided, That all persons who are now Life Members, 
Patrons, or members of the Society shall continue such. 

SECTION 2.—All donations and legacies shall be received by the 
Treasurer and applied to the object of the Society, and a record shall be kept of 
all such benefactions. 
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SECTION 3.—The subscriptions shall fall due on the first day of October 
of each and every year. 


ARTICLE UI. 


SECTION I.— The officers of the Society shall be a President, five Vice 
Presidents, a Treasurer, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, and 
thirty-five Managers, Clergymen and laymen residing in the City of Philadelphia, 
who shall form a Board of Managers, to whom shall be intrusted the business of 
the Society, the supervision of its funds, and subject to whose control and 
disposition all the property of the said Corporation shall be taken, held and 
enure. A majority of the Board of Managers shall be laymen, citizens of 
Pennsylvania, and there shall be in the Board at least ten Clergymen settled in 
parishes. 

SECTION 2.—Five members shall form a quorum, except for the 
conveyance of real estate, when nine members shall be required for a quorum. 

SECTION 3.—The Bishop having Philadelphia in his Diocese, shall be, 
ex-officio, the President of the Society; and the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, 
the first Vice President. The other Officers and Managers shall be elected by 
ballot, unless dispensed with by unanimous consent, at the annual meeting of 
the Society, by those entitled to vote: Provided, That if there be no election, the 
Officers and Managers shall continue in office until their successors be 
appointed. The Board shall have power to fill any vacancies occurring in their 
body. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Board shall hold stated meetings four times in each year, and 
adjourned meetings when necessary. Special meetings shall be called by the 
President, or in case of his absence or illness, by any Vice President, or whenever 
a request for a special meeting shall be made by any three members of the Board 
in writing, stating the object of the meeting. In all such cases the notices to the 
members of the Board shall specify the purpose of the meeting. 


ARTICLE V. 


There shall be an Annual meeting of the Society in Philadelphia in the 
month of October, or at such other time as the Board of Managers shall 
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determine, to which meeting a report shall be made by the Board of Managers of 
their proceedings during the year, a statement of the condition of the Treasury, 
and such other appropriate information as may be interesting and useful to the 
Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Society shall have a corporate seal, representing the head of the late 
Bishop White, and having the corporate title of the Society for a motto. The 
Treasurer shall have the custody of the seal, and shall apply it only when directly 
ordered by the Board. The seal shall be attested by the President, or in his 
absence by one of the Vice Presidents, and the Secretary of the Board. 


ARTICLE VIL. 


This Charter shall not be altered without a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present, in favor thereof, at an Annual meeting, or at a special meeting 
of the Society called for the purpose by the Board, who shall have power to call 
special meetings of the Society. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Managers of the Society shall have power to make By-Laws for its 
government, and to alter and repeal the same from time to time. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The following named persons, now members of the Society, shall 
constitute the Board of Managers until the Annual meeting next succeeding the 
adoption of this Charter: President, ex-officio, Right Reverend William Bacon 
Stevens, D.D. Vice Presidents, Reverend William Suddards, D.D., John Welsh, 
Reverend Henry J. Morton, D.D., James S. Newbold, James M. Aertsen.

The Treasurer shall receive all moneys for the Society, and deposit the 
same in one of the banks or with one of the Safe Deposit Companies of this city, 
to be approved by the Board, in his name as Treasurer; shall pay all orders drawn 
on him under authority of the Board; shall hold the evidences of property 
belonging to the Society; shall attend to all investments ordered by the Board; 
and shall present at each stated meeting an abstract of the receipts and 
expenditures; he shall also lay before the Board at the stated meeting next 
preceding the annual meeting of the Society in each year, a full statement of the 
expenditures and receipts during the preceding year, and of the funds of the 
Society; which statement shall be duly audited under authority of the Board, and 
submitted in whole or in part to the annual meeting of the Society, and 
appended in whole to their annual report. 

The Treasurer shall, at the close of every fiscal year, make up a correct 
roll of those persons who are members of the Society by virtue of an annual 
contribution of five dollars for the two preceding years. 


IV.—CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence of the 
Board and of the Society, keeping copies of all letters of importance, and laying 
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all important communications received by him as Corresponding Secretary 
before the Board. 


V.—RECORDING SECRETARY. 


The Recording Secretary shall keep regular and exact minutes of the 
proceedings of the Society and of the Board in a book provided, for the purpose; 
shall sign all orders drawn on the Treasurer, under authority of the Board; shall 
preserve all papers and records belonging to his office, and such as do not 
belong to that of the Treasurer or Corresponding Secretary; shall cause due 
notice to be given of every meeting of the Board, and shall give notice to the 
chairman of each committee appointed by the Board, of the members of the 
committee and of the object of its appointment. 


VI.—MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 


The stated meetings of the Board shall be on the third Thursday in January, April, 
July and October. 


VII_—EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


There shall be an Executive Committee, consisting of four members 
(besides the two secretaries, who shall be members of the committee ex-officio), 
who shall have power, during the recess of the Board, to purchase and distribute 
Prayer Books, subject to the restriction of the Board. The Corresponding 
Secretary shall be chairman of the committee and shall keep regular minutes of 
its proceedings, which shall be read at every meeting of the Board. This 
committee shall be chosen by vote, at the first meeting of the Board after their 
election, on previous nomination by a committee appointed to nominate 
suitable persons therefor. They shall meet at least once between every meeting 
of the Board, and as much oftener as may be required. 

The President shall have the same power of distributing books as is 
vested in the committee. 


VII.—REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


All reports and resolutions submitted to the Board shall be in writing.

IX.—ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


1. The meeting shall be opened with prayer. 

2. The roll shall be called, and the minutes of the preceding meeting read, 
approved, or if necessary, corrected. 

3. The Executive Committee shall report. 

4. The Treasurer shall report. 

5. Reports of Committees shall be called for. 

6. Communications shall be received and considered. 

7. Unfinished business shall be taken up; after which any business may 
be brought forward. 


X.—AMENDMENTS. 
Any amendment to the By-Laws shall be proposed at least one meeting 


previous to its being acted upon. In the call of the meeting which is to act upon 
any such amendment, notice thereof shall be given by the Secretary.
